LEAD: "SECRETARY OF STATE CYRUS VANCE, IN A MAJOR AND 
FORCEFUL STATEMENT OF US POLICY TOWARD LATIN AMERICA, SAID 
TODAY THAT US ECONOMIC AID AND TRADE WOULD BE LINKED TO

OTHER POINTS: 
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- SPEAKING TO CLOSED SESSION, VANCE STRESSED THAT THERE IS

ALSO CALLED FOR FREE ACCESS TO INVESTIGATE VIOLATIONS AND 
OFFERED SUCH ACCESS TO US FOR FIRST TIME. 

- "THE STATEMENT WAS THE MOST UNCOMPROMISING AND HARSHEST 
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THE CARTER ADMINISTRATION HAS YET DELIVERED TO LATIN 
AMERICA ON HUMAN RIGHTS." 

- PREVIOUS SPEECHES (PRESIDENT AND YOUNG) VOICED DIS- 
APPROVAL BUT STRESSED POSITIVE PROGRAMS OF COOPERATION. 
VANCE SPEECH CONTAINED NONE OF THIS POSITIVE OUTLOOK. 

- VANCE CALLED FOR REFORM OF OAS AND REDUCTION IN US

- VANCE SPEECH FOLLOWED ARGENTINA AND CHILE, WHO SAID US

CARRIED OUT BY TERRORISTS. VANCE COUNTERED BY SAYING 
RESPECT FOR THE RULE OF LAW WILL PROMOTE JUSTICE AND REMOVE 
SEED OF SUBVERSION. 

- VANCE NOTED DEATHS OF BORGONOVO AND LETELIER. 

- VANCE TO HAVE 20 BILATERALS. 

- ONE HIGH-LEVEL OFFICIAL SAID MAIN PURPOSE OF ADMIN 
ISTRATION NOW IS TO SPEAK WITH ONE VOICE. VANCE WILL SEEK
